wagon rush to the house of'the In- 
diana' legislature today marked Ihe 
passage of the Gnibe franchise ref- 
erendum bill. The measure at once 
was transmitted to Governor Mar- 
shall for his signature.

duced the measure in tlie house, 
have his sanction and will be con- 
curred In by tlie lower branch. 


Stimptde to G«t Right. 


For a minute it looked as if the 


franchise referendum, bill was de- 
feated. Party lines were broken, ob- 
jection 
being 
mingled 
with com- 


mendation from both sides of the 
house. 
The bill having passed by 


the skin of its teeth, there was a 
rush lor the band wagqn, twelve 
members changing their votes from 
a yea to no. 
Among those who 


changed from aye to no was Repre- 
sentative Each/bach, ' minority floor 
leader.

» vote of 66 to 28.

"friar lands." 


The majority report argues that as 


a practical.expedient the "friar lands" 
should be disposed ot in larger ctuan- 
title's to attract - buyers while the mi- 
nority claim that the sale of the "friar 
lands" in large tracts may develop a 
system of absentee land lordism *s ob- 
noxious to-the Filipinos aa that of the 
friars againat whom they once re- 
belled. The latter -also suggest that a 
friendly proceeding be began In the. 
courts by the officers of the Philippine 
government to determine the exact 
status of the "friar lands" with rwpect 
to public lands regulations. 


Sugar Land Or«b All Might. 


As to the acquisition by E. L. Pooie, 


of 56,000 acres of the "friar lands" on 
behalf of Horace Havemeyar, Charles 
J. Welch and Chas. H. Senff, both re- 
ports declare, the public officials in- 
volved were not culpable, being guided 
by. the best available interpretations 
of the law. 


The 'majority 
members, however, 


deny that the land was obtained by the 
sugar trust, while the minority assert 
that if the sugar trust did hot acquire 
It, "the next door neighbor to the sugar 
trust" Sid, anfl that there is apparent 
"a community of interest" evidencing 
a holding by one person of upward of 
56.000 acres of land. 


The minority accepts the situation 


as unavoidable but holds the incident 
up as a warning against "further ex-' 
ploitation- .of the lands by American 
capitalists" and suggests that no more 
sales of Inrge tracts of the "friar lands" 
be consummated pending the action of 
congress or the outcome of court pro- 
ceeding? that might be Instituted by 
the Philippine officers.

Washington, March 3.—Canadian re- 


iciproclty sentiment in the senate was 
not subjected'to a test today. It was 
thought that Senator Stone might pre- 
cipitate a vote that would disclose the 
attitude of the body. Early in the fore- 
noon he had said that he w'ould move 
to take up consideration of-the McCall 
bill to-carry into .effect the provisions 
of the agreement with Canada. 


The passage of the sundry civit bill, 


he said, would be followed by such a 
motion from him. 


The sundry -civil bill passed, but the 


Missouri senator did not mention reci- 
procity. 


Mr.'Stone's change of purpose is re- 


garded as aiding materially in clearing 
the way for appropriation bills. 
The 


confidence in the passage of the ap- 
propriation bills did not extend to the 
reciprocity bill. Even the best friends 
of that measure conceded that its po- 
sition was hopeless.

It is to interest the public in these stupendous 
facts that anti-tuberculosis campaigns are organized 
and pressed; to inform the people upon the means of 
prevention and the methods of cure. When there is 
general understanding and appreciation that every one 
is constantly exposed to infection by the germs of tuber- 
culosis, that prevention after all means only a species 
of cleanliness that ought to be practiced for its own 
sake, that rational treatment is within the reach of all 
•nd that united pubiic opinion crystallized in universal 
custom can conquer this most terrible of all human 
scourges the fight will be more than half won. Pure 
HIT, proper food, cleanliness and a regard for the 
health of the'community are possible to all. The anti- 
tuberculosis campaign is .designed to teach the truth of 
these simple facts. 


Dr. E.'A. Crull, public health officer for Fort Wayne, 


has exerted himself with great industry and intelli- 
gence to arouse public interest in this campaign in 
which he' is the prime mover. The program for the

In justice to our complaining friend it should be 


said that his distaste for a task that to most of us 
would seem quite delectable was not due to physical 
laziness, for he is really very active and energetic, 
especially in Aliasing the perverse golf ball or the elu- 
sive fox. What made cutting coupons a tiresome and 
dreaded task to him was the mcaninglcssness of it all. 
He and his treasure had become things apart, there 
was no human relation between them. 
He probably 


could not even recall the names of his bonds—they 
were merely so much engraved paper to him. 


A few years ago the young man who inherited a 


fortune found it invested" in mills or lands or enter- 
prises which his father had built up arid which it was 
necessary to hold intact. The son stepped at once into 
the responsibilities and human relation? of the wealth 
he inherited. Today he inherits a safe deposit box. 


This 
shirking 
of responsibility and 
regarding 


wealth as a mere coupon abstractio'n has a bad effect 
both on the individual and on the community. Only a 
few generations ago the wealthy man was the service- 
able, man: his property was held and administered by 
him or his personal stewards or by his family: today "a 
large part of the actual ownership of wealth is in peo- 
ple who feel no sense of responsibility as to the actual 
labor that earns the coupon and tvho feel and recognize 
no duties connected with 'their wealth as part of the 
capital of society. This effect of our tremendous cor- 
porate development, with its wide diffusion of owner- 
ship as reflected in coupons and dividends, is a phase 
of the corporation problem that seems to have escaped 
most students, and yet in its larger aspect* it max- 
well be, the most important feature of the nrobloa.

Xew York, Feb. 28.—Bon Sao Paulo-, 


y-Cumplnus-y-Man-QIna-y-' Lagothrlx, 
the only monkey of its kind in cap- 
tivity, was exhibited at the annual din- 
ner of the Rock Mountain club, at the 
Waldorf-Astoria, Saturday evening as 
a special feature of the entertainment. 
Snakes from the New York Zoological 
gardens vied with the monkey for at- 
tention from those present at the din- 
ner. 


Raymond L. Ditmars, curator o£ the 


New York Zoological gardens, 
was 


present to see that the simian guest 
did not interfer with the festivities. 
Mr. Ditmars also controlled the snakes. 


The monkey is one or the most valu- 


able in captivity, and was exhibited to 
the members ot the Rocky Mountain 
club for purely educational purposes. 
It was captured in a South American 
wildnerness and brought to New York 
by Mr. Ditmars about two months ago. 
Since that time it has been carefully 
cared for and guarded at the Bronx 
Zoo, as all previous attempts to keep 
an animal of the same species !i) cap- 
tivity have failed, owing to its suscep- 
tibility to sickness when taken from its 
native wilds. 


This is the first tme for twenty-five 


years, according to Mr. .Ditmars, that 
such a monkey has been kept in cap- 
tivity. In the last case the animal died 


after a few months. A noted taxiderm- 
ist was engaged to mount the skin, 
arid the monkey is still on exhibition 
as one of the most treasured o£ the 
museum at Serrodomar. 


Dropping the long family name, the 


curator • declares that the animal is 
sometimes known as the 
five-footed 


monkey. 
This name Is given !;ccause 


of the fact that it uses its tail for 
walking as well as in swinging about 
among the trees. 
The animal is blue 


gray in color, snmewlint similar to a 
Maltese cat, and has long, soft Cur like 
the cat.
